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WHY PLANT TREES? 


Plant trees for income from the sale of tree 
products, and for increase in the value of your land. 
Plant trees for timber reforestation, for game shelter, 
for beautification, for soil erosion control. Treelings 
from our nursery have no restrictions on them re- 
garding sale for Christmas trees or use as ornamentals. 
After seven years some pines can be cut off for 
Christmas trees (shearing increases the number of 
salable trees), and the rest can grow for timber. 
Spruces normally take 3 to 5 years longer to mature. 


WHAT KIND OF PLANT? 


The best pines to plant for Xmas trees are Scotch, 
White, Austrian, and Red Pines. Scotch are most 
popular. All these pines will grow well on steep hill- 
sides, and adapt themselves to nearly any location. 
These trees are also good timber producers. As Yule 
trees they can be cut weeks before Christmas, and 
normally hold their color well. Three year old seed- 
lings should be planted where weeds are high. Two 
year old stock is most widely used. Spruces and Firs 
make excellent ornamentals as well as Christmas and 
timber trees, but they are generally slower growers. 


WHEN AND HOW TO PLANT? 


Pines and Spruces can be planted from September 
1 to November 1, but the best time to plant is from 
April 1 to May 15. | Trees can be planted with a 
mattock or shovel by making a slit in the earth, in- 
serting the tree roots, and press‘ng the soil against the 
roots with your foot. Individual planting speeds differ 
considerably, but one man will normally plant about 
600 trees a day. 5’x5’ spacing (1740 trees per acre) 
is most commonly used for planting pines. Some ex- 
perienced growers use a closer spacing, and some use 
a 6’x6’ spacing (1210 trees per acre). Tree planting 
machines are best for large plantings. We are agents” 
for machine planters and will send literature upon re- 
quest. 


CARE UPON ARRIVAL? 


If your trees are going to be planted within two 
or three days after they are shipped they may be left 
in the shipping crate until planted. However, you 
should examine them to make sure that the roots are 
damp; water them, and keep them in a cool place. 
If your planting period is going to extend over a long- 
er time, unpack the trees, and heel them in. This 
consists of digging a shallow trench about eight inches 
deep, breaking the bundles of trees, spreading the 
trees out along the trench and covering the roots with 
soil. Pack this soil lightly and keep it damp. As you 
need trees for a day’s planting remove enough from 
the trench. Trees can be carried in a bucket if the 
roots are kept moist. Do not expose roots unnecessarily 
to the sun or wind.

‘able makes it necessary for us to restrict individual orders of these trees to a maximum of 
1000 per customer. 

| All our tree seed was selected with the purpose of obtaining trees of the best color and 
'straightest stems. We are Christmas tree growers ourselves, and have tried to obtain the 
best tree seed for this purpose. | 

The graded-out Scotch Pine treelings at $10.00 per 1000 are small trees that are below 
the standards of our regular Scotch Pine grades. Survival on them will be increased by 
transplanting for a year before setting them in the fields. 

We sell hundreds of thousands of seedlings yearly. Our customers are located from New 
Jersey to California. Every tree is carefully dug and transplanted to our packing house 
where our trained workers eliminate any defective or substandard stock. Our operations 
are designed to insure that you get sturdy trees that will live when you plant them in your 
fields. Our nursery is small enough to insure close supervision, but large enough to ad- 
equately serve you. 

Our trees have large, healthy growth above ground, but also have a dense, fibrous root 
system which enables them to endure planting and then to grow rapidly. Since our seed was 
not planted closely in the nursery bed these seedlings have had ample room to become large 
and sturdy. This explains why our seedlings are greater in size and strength than most 
seedling stock. 

You are welcome to visit our nursery which is located two miles east of DuBois (Clear- 
field County) adjoining the old DuBois Airport. If you have any questions about tree 
growing feel free to get in touch with us. We receive many inquiries from buyers of mature 
trees, and we are happy to refer them to our customers who have Christmas trees to sell. 

This nursery has been inspected and licensed by the Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture. It has been inspected by the Bureauof Entomology and Plant Quarantine of the 
United States Department of Agriculture. We do not have Japanese Beetle.
